1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Prior art of the record does not disclose applicant's 
claimed: 

(1) cathode unit including a cathode screen, which 
partially surrounds an electrode which is electrically insulated 
from the cathode screen, a power supply device arranged to make 
an electrical connection between the electrode and a contact, 
the cathode screen (15) including a first end facing towards the 
discharge, which first end includes a central opening, and a 
second end facing towards the contact, characterized in that the 
first end of the cathode screen is designed with a rounded-off 
part in order to facilitate the insertion of the cathode unit in 
the fluorescent tube body; or 

(2) method for manufacturing a fluorescent tube including a 
fluorescent tube body, and a cathode unit, as mentioned above 
and as specifically recited in claim 10, characterized by: 

pressing the cathode screen in one piece with the first end 
being shaped with a rounded-off part; 

welding the cathode screen to a fixing device that is 
attached to the foot; 

inserting the cathode unit in the fluorescent tube body; 

removal of decomposition products of the emitter material 
by pumping; and 
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sealing the fluorescent tube (1) when all the decomposition 
products have been removed from the fluorescent tube (1) .
